Violence 
flares at 
GE strike 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Violence flared 
again today at the General Electric (GE) 
facility in Schenectady, N. Y., when execu­ 
tive and clerical workers tried to cross 
picket lines to enter the plant. Three 
persons were arrested. 
Strikers standing 10 deep and esti­ 
mated at more than 2,000 blocked the 
two main gates to the plant and turned 
back the workers trying to enter. At 
least one worker and one policeman 
suffered minor injuries. 
The violence at Schenectady was in 
sharp 
contrast 
to Bridgeport, Conn., 
where the 2,800 striking union workers 
cooperated with police in opening their 
lines to admit GE employes who repor­ 
ted for the morning shift. 
Scattered violence and more than 40 ar- 
re cts have been reported since the strike 
began Monday against GE plants across 
the nation following collapse of talks on 
a new contract. 
No further negotiations have been 
scheduled. United Electric Workers (UE) 
union said it had suggested the talks re­ 
sume Wednesday. GE, the union said, 
had not formally replied to the sugges­ 
tion. 
GE officials said they would try to 
keep their 280 plants in 33 states opera­ 
ting 
with 
nonunion personnel. A GE 
spokesman at Daytona Beach, Fla., said 
the strike would not hamper the nation’s 
space program. Apollo 12 is scheduled 
to begin its moon voyage Nov. 14. 
A coalition of 13 unions representing 
147,000 employes — about halfGE’swork 
force — struck at midnight Monday when 
their contract with the nation’s fourth 
largest production corporation expired. 
Union negotiators rejected GE’s Oct. 7 
offer of wage increases averaging 20 to 
45 cents an hour in a three-year con­ 
tract.

Lompoc Valley Safety Council issued 
stern warnings to parents to avoid the 
purchase of Halloween costumes that are 
flamable and to dress their little goblins 
with face masks that provide ample 
breathing and visibility, if they’re going 
to wear masks. 
Police Chief Ray Robertson counseled 
parents to accompany their trick-or- 
treaters where possible and to carry 
flashlights after dark. Porch lights are 
also a good deter rant to trouble, he 
said. 
The city has an ordinance requiring 
that bicycles be equipped with lights 
and reflectors after dark. 
Robertson, the safety council and Sher­ 
iffs officials also counseled trick-or- 
treaters to travel in groups and not 
singly, and not to enter strange homes 
even if invited.

Earthquake devastation similar to W W II bombing 


BANJA 
LUKA, 
Yugoslavia (UPI) - 
President Tito returned today to the de­ 
vastation of quake-stricken Banja Luka 
where he fought against overwhelming 
Nazi forces in World War n. 
The 77-year-old partisan leader found 
a scene of widespread ruinthat was rem­ 
iniscent of the devastation of the war as 
he arrived to watch and encourage the 
city’s new fight for rebirth. 


Police told him 20 bodies had either 
been pulled from the rubble of a city 80 
per cent destroyed or had died in near­ 
by hospitals. They said 
690 persons 
were injured, 69 seriously. 


Tito sat quiet and pale as he listened 
to officials report on the two quakes 
which ruined this city 200 miles west of 
Belgrade. 
Officials said normal electricity and 
water supplies 
were expected to be 
resumed 
sometime 
today and that 
the weather was expected to remain dry 
although on the cold side. 
Buildings have been leveled. Families 
huddle around bonfires fed with pieces 
of smashed furniture. Lines 
of refu­ 
gees file from the smashed city. 
Army troops and most of the able-bod­ 
ied men of the Bosnian town of 60,000 
persons are working day and night, dig- 


ing in the piles of masonry for more 
bodies from the shoclt Monday. 
“ I have the impression I am in a city 
which suffered a bombardment,” said 
Premier Mitja Ribicic, 
who reported 
perhaps 35,000 homeless. 
Most of the thousands who camped in 
parks and fields had been there since 
before Monday’s quake. They fled their 
homes when an earlier tremor struck 
Sunday. 


“ The quake on Sunday was in a way a 
piece of luck in the midst of misfortune,” 
a city official said. “ It warned people 
and got them out of their homes. There­ 


fore many lives were saved when Mon­ 
day's quake struck.” 
It was the worst earthquake in Yugo­ 
slavia since one in July, 
1963, killed 
1,000 persons at Skopje. 
The only people left In the smashed 
city were rescue workers, army troops, 
a few 
shopkeepers, policemen, 
gov­ 
ernment officials and most of the town’s 
able bodied men. 
Long lines of survivors formed out­ 
side the city at food and water distri­ 
bution centers. Authorities warned the 
Vrbas 
River had been poisoned by 
chemicals flowing from a damaged cel­ 
lulose plant. 


There was no electricity. Bonfires fed 
with pieces 
of smashed furniture and 
handfuls of leaves provided the only way 
to cook or get warm. 


A procession of automobiles, 
buses 
and ambulances 
and trucks 
shuttled 
between Banja 
Luka and Zagreb, 
60 
miles to the northwest, 
carrying In­ 
jured to hospitals and bringing in med­ 
ical supplies, 
blankets, 
drinking wat­ 
er and food.

Israel bombers hit Egypt 
on general election day 


JERUSALEM (UPI)— Israeli airforce 
bombers attacked enemy positions in 
Egypt and Jordan today while Israelis 
at home 
cast their ballots 
in this 
country’s first general election since the 
1967 Middle East War. 
A military spokesman announced Is­ 
raeli warplanes hit Egyptian artillery 
positions in the southern sector of the 
Suez Canal after a seven-hour artillery 
and mortar duel in the area. 
The spokesman described the raids as 
“ satisfactory hits on target.” 
Israeli jets earlier today pounded 
“ military objectives on the Egyptian 
shore of the Gulf of Suez” in the sixth 
consecutive day of air strikes against 
Egypt, the spokesman said. 
Wellwishers 
surrounded 
Premier 
Golda Melr as she cast her ballot 
here this morning. Defense 
Minister 


Moshe Dayan voted in Tel Aviv, then 
left to inspect Dir El Badah in the 
Gaza Strip where a hand grenade was 
tossed into a market place early this 
morning. 
Other Israelis voted in bulletproof 
booths for the new Parlaiment today. 
Polls forecast a landslide display of 
confidence for Mrs. Meir’s coalition 
government and its “ no retreat” pol­ 
icies toward the Arab world. 
Voters in Jordan Valley settlements 
watched Israeli jets go into action against 
guerrillas bases in Jordan before cast­ 
ing their ballots. 
An Israeli military spokesman said 
the jets blasted the positions after ba- 
zooka and light arms fire opened up on 
an Israli patrol about five miles south 
of the Sea of Galilee. 
About 1.5 million 
persons 
were 


eligible to vote in the first national 
election since the 1967 Middle East 
War and the seventh in the nation's 
21-year history. 


Sixteen parties covering the entire 
speolrum of Israeli policies were con­ 
testing the 120 seats in the Knesset, or 
parliament. Members are elected for a 
four-year term. 
Heavy security precautions were in 
effect as the voting got under way at 
7 a.m. Police and the entire 
Israli 
armed forces were on alert for poss­ 
ible sabotage and terrorist attempts. 


A Jerusalem police spokesman dis­ 
closed Monday night that agents 
for 
Arab guerrilla organizations have been 
canvassing homes in recent days, threat­ 
ening reprisals against Arabs who vote.

CHICAGO (UPI) - The North Vietna­ 
mese 
will soon begin channeling mail 
from American prisoners of war to their 
families through the peace movement in 
the United States, the chief defense law- 
yer for the “Chicago Eight” says. 
The attorney, William KunstlerofNew 
York, returned Monday from a meeting 
with North Vietname^ representatives 
In Paris. 
Kunstler told a news conference he be­ 
lieved the proposal made by the North 
Vietnamese also would include the names 
of U.S. POWs and some details of their 
condition. 
Kunstler made the trip in place of two 


of the eight men charged with conspir- 
ing to incite riots during the 1968Demo- 
cratic National Convention, David Dellin­ 
ger and Rennie Davis. They said the 
North Vietnamese had Invited them to 
Paris but U.S. District Court Judge Ju- 
lius J. Hoffman refused them permission 
to leave the country. 
Kunstler said the Vietnamese gave him 
reason to believe they are “ ready to dras­ 
tically extend the flow of information 
about and mail from American prisoners 
of war held by the North Vietnamese.” 
Asked if this would include a list of 
all American prisoners, Kunstler said, 
“that was my impression.” 


Mrs. Sibyl Stockdale, the wife of a navy 
captain shot down over North Vietnam in 
1965, sent a telegram to the North Viet- 
namese 
delegation to the Paris peace 
talks today protecting the release of 
information through Kunstler. 
The Coronado, Calif., housewife, who 
traveled to Paris to meet with North 
Vietnamese representatives, told Xuan 
Oanh, “To force the prisoners families 
to apply to such a political organiza­ 
tion 
Is 
an unnecessary 
evploitation 
of their helplessness. It only diminishes 
the humanitarianism of the gesture your 
country is making in releasing the list 
of prisoners.”

A series of explosions rocked Beirut 
today and a group of armed men tried 
to attack the U.S. Embassy but were 
driven away by Lebanese security of­ 
ficers who opened fire on them. Fight­ 
ing also flared again in the Lebanese 
cities and near the Israeli border. 
The Middle East News Agency 
in 
Cairo said the man hurled a stick of dyna­ 
mite toward the Embassy as they fled in 
a car but the explosion caused neither in­ 
juries nor damage. The guerrillas have 
accused the United States of backing 
Lebanese efforts to crush the guerrilla 
movement. 


The new round of violence came as 
Maj. Gen. Emile Bustani and 
former 
Premier Rashid Karami met with Presi­ 
dent Helou to discuss the crisis. Bus­ 
tard was flying to Cairo later today for 
talks with guerrilla leaders. 
The conflict which threatened civil 
war in Lebanon broke out 10 days ago 
when Lebanese army troops cracked 
down on guerrillas who had used bases 
in southern Lebanon for attacks against 
Isreal, thus making Lebanon subject 
to heavy Israeli retaliation. 
The Jordanians got a taste of that 
retaliation today 
when 
Israli 
jets 
bombed and strafed the Al-Adasslyah 
area in Jordan, three miles southeast 
of the Sea of Galilee, in an attack ag­ 
ainst Arab guerrillas who had pre­ 
viously attacked Israel. 
Israeli jets 
also attacked targets * in Egypt along 
the Gulf of Suez during the night. 


Whether the attempted attack on the 
U.S. Embassy represented a new anti- 
American phase of the conflict was not 
immediately 
apparent. 
The 
official 
Cairo Radio accused the United States 
Monday of being the prime mover in 
the Lebanese crisis. 
Guerrilla groups also have predicted 
a U.S. troop landing in Lebanon to pro­ 
tect the Helou government. The Middle 
East news agency reported today that 
France 
had told Lebanon it opposes 
“ landing any foreign troops or foreign 
Intervention” in Lebanon. Russia lias 
warned against such intervention. 
Lebanese army officials announced re­ 
newed fighting between army troops and 
guerrillas in southern Lebanon where a 
force of 60 armed men attacked the town 
of Rajhaya, 60 miles southeast of Bei­ 
rut, at down. They were driven back in 
a brief battle. 
The situation was thought quiet Monday 
night but early this morning gunfire 
broke out in a Moslem neighborhood of 
Beirut, which is half Christian and half 
Moslem. Later, at least six explosions 
sounded through the city. The explosions 
blew up some cars but apparently did no 
serious damage. 


The fighting in Beirut began with an 
attack by guerrillas against a police 
station in defiance of a guerrilla cease­ 
fire. No one was injured in the fighting 
or explosions. 
Bustani faced tough bargaining despite 
indications the Lebanese government was 
willing to give in and let the guerrillas 
maintain some bases in southern Leba­ 
non for strikes into Israel. 
The guerrillas attacked a neighbor­ 
hood police station in Beirut shortly 
past midnight today and fought a 20- 
minute battle with the policemen before 
withdrawing. They tossed four dynamite 
sticks at the station to cover their with­ 
drawal. 
Several hours later, as thousands of 
persons thronged the streets under a 
relaxed curfew, six bomb explosions 
rocked the city, until now relatively free 
of the strife connected with the conflict 
between the government and guerrillas. 
The bombs exploded under parked 
cars, at construction sites, outside 
a 
downtown commercial center and at 
other nongovernment sites, Indicating 
no specific guerrilla plan other than to 
create an air of uneasiness.

No specific instructions or further In­ 
formation on the personnel cutback at 
Vandenberg Atr Force Base have yet 
been received, base officials stated this 
morning. 
“ We’ll just have to wait until Wednes­ 
day,” an official said, referring to Sec­ 
retary of Defense Melvin Laird’s state­ 
ment yesterday that full disclosure of 
reductions and cutbacks of 307 military 
bases will take place tomorrow. 
Congressman Charles M Teague an­ 
nounced yesterday that the cutback at 
Vandenberg would involve 1,300 military 
personnel and 200 civilians. 
“ As of this time, we have no idea 
of how this will be effected,” the Van­ 
denberg spokesman said. 
Teague’s office stated that the cut­ 
backs would have to be accomplished 
by Dec. 31 and would result tn a sav­ 
ings of $11,807,000. 
Presently there are 7,200 military 
and 2,100 civilian personnel working at 
the base. 
Ralph Patey, executive manager of the 
Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce, 
preferred to adopt a “wait and see” 
attitude as to how the cutbacks would 
aPect the community. 
Patey speculated that as of now there 
are no specific details available on an­ 
nounced cutbacks across the country. 
“Some bases will benefit from this 
move,” he stated. “ Look at Kii^sley, 
Oregon. They will be getting a whole 
fighter interceptor group because of the 
closing down at Oxnard. Will Vandenberg 
receive anything from cutbacks ordered 
at other base^?’* 
Base officials refused to speculate on 
this question. 
Patey said that the Chamber’s Mili­ 
tary Affairs Committee will investigate 
the pros and cons of the move with mil­ 
itary authorities when further knowledge 
is attainable. 
It was announced in Washington this 
morning that more than 6,000 civilian 
jobs will be eliminated at military in­ 
stallations in California as a result of 
the economy move announced by Laird. 
More than 4,000 jobs will be lost at 
naval 
installations, 
about 1,200 at 
Army bases, and 800 at Air Force bas­ 
es throughout the state. 
It was not immediately learned exact­ 
ly where the cutbacks would be made 
at Navy and Army installations. 
The reduction In civilian employment 
includes

Base, which Is to be closed by the end 
of the year.

pless and bottomless entertain­ 
ment in Los Angeles nightclubs 
and bars was banned Monday 
by the City Council.

Nine year old Henry is practically 
an acrobat, says his mother proudly. 
Henry had polio when he was six. Stea­ 
dy work with special 
exercises has 
strengthened his weakened muscles. It 
was a visiting nurse who demonstrated 
the exercises the doctor recommended, 
and who encouraged Henry, with his 
mother’s coaching, to keep up and enjoy 
the process. 
Following a heart attack, Mrs. Murphy 
is home again and doing her own house­ 
work. Her activities and her diet are both 
restricted. But she is managing well be­ 
cause the visiting nurse who gave early 
injections and medications, also helped 
her work out easy household routines 
and simple, appetizing menus. 
These are just a few of the extras 
a visiting nurse brings to her basic job 
of nursing. 
There is scarcely a limit to the var­ 
iety of her patients. Those with heart 
and circulatory ailments usually top the 
list. There are diabetics, postoperative 
patients, victims of cancer, anemia, ac­ 
cidents, strokes, arthritis, tuberculosis, 
cerebral palsy and more. There are new 
mothers and new babies. 
The nurse gives bedside care, andoften 
shows the family how it’s done. She 
changes dressings, gives injections, ad­ 
vises on how to prevent the spread of 
communicable disease, shows mothers 
how to tend their babies, helps in the re­ 
habilitation of the physically or mental­ 
ly handicapped persons. Frequently, be­ 
ing so intimately in the center of the 
household, she is able to initiate some 
preventative measures. She may notice 
another member of the family struggling 
with shortness of breath, or a cough or 
other symptom that could mean trouble 
if not checked. Her calm advice can lead 
to medical attention, proper care — and 
the joy of better health. 
Along with these invaluable services, 
the visiting nurse brings others that are 
frequently as important. She provides 
friendly understanding and a breath of 
fresh outside air to the housebound. And 
she knows how to direct the handicapped 
to other community aides, like home- 


making services, equipment sources, 
which will help lighten their burden. 
This boost particulary is helpful to the 
elderly, who receive more than half her 
visits. Many become self sufficient, 
maintaining their own households, as a 
result of her guidance. 
When visiting nurse services first 
started late in the last century, they 
were aimed at helping slum dwellers. 
One of the earliest was the Visiting 
Nurse Service of New York, now the 
largest in the world. It began as a one 
woman effort when in 1893, Lillian 
Wald went down to Henry Street to 
nurse the poor. That was the beginning 
of the famous Henry Street Settlement 
as well as the V.N.S. of New York. 
Today nurses will care for anyone 
provided: 1. There is need for limited 
nursing services, as this service is not 
intended to take the place of private 
duty all day care. 2. The doctor re­ 
quests it (even though any individual 
may refer those needing services. The 
nurse can give treatments only under doo- 
to r’s orders. 
The modest fee is based on the actual 
cost because this is a nonprofit organi­ 
zation. The fee may be adjusted down to 
nothing for those who cannot pay. The 
balance is then made up by local volun­ 
tary contributions such as the United 
Fund. Some Blue Cross and other vol­ 
untary insurance plans also cover home 
nursing. Adjustments are also made pos­ 
sible by The American Cancer Society, 
Santa BarbaraCo. Heart Association, Tu­ 
berculosis Association, and other inter­ 
ested friends. 
There is an ever growing demand for 
such services because it eases the pres­ 
sure on hospitals and nursing homes. 
With shortened hospital stays and with 
more chronic illness as life spans length­ 
ens, home nursing is becoming a neces­ 
sity. The visiting nurse insures a faster, 
more comfortable recovery for the pa­ 
tient and provides welcomed professional 
help for the patient’s family.

OCEAN FISHING 
Until last Wednesday, salmon 
fishing was in a sad shape. We 
were at the dock during the 
morning 
listening to the sad 
story, and had hardly gotten 
home before Harbor Associates 
called to report the party boat 
was in with ten fish while two 
other boats had returned with 
full limits. 
All of this occurred within a 
short time span. Apparently the 
feed fish had moved into the 
area and with them came the sal­ 
mon. Two anglers we know were 
able to return with limits two 
days running. 
Salmon were taken in about 
ten fathoms of water, according 
to party boat reports. 
Rock fishing is also picking 
up with the easing of heavy 
swells, at least until the end 
of the season. 
Along the surf several nice 
steelhead have been taken and 
locally prospects look for a good 
steelhead season which is about 
to open. Steelhead fishing in 
tidal waters north of the San 
Luis Obispo - Santa Barbara 
County line calls for a three 
fish limit, irrespective of size. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Lopez Lake still is good for 
some nice trout with many lim­ 
its being taken. The best bait 
has been the combination of 
marshmellows 
and 
salmon 
eggs, used in a “ sandwich.” Al­ 
though we feel a chunk of cheese 
is still pretty hard to beat 
also. 
The upper end of the Lopez 
channel, or arm of the lake is 
good for larger fish where it ap­ 
pears the steelhead are begin­ 
ning to congregate. This part of 
the lake is accessible only by 
boat. 
Unfortunately for those 
without a boat, only a small 
percentage of the 22 miles of wa­ 
ter 
front are accessable for 
fishing. 
The 
general 
trout season 
from San Luis Obispo County 
northward closes 
on Nov. 15 
with the winter salmon and 
steelhead season following. 
The forecast for streams and 
lakes in the central and north­ 
ern parts of the state is not 
too good with only • short while 
to go in the 1969 season. Scouts 
of the PG4E report higher ele­ 
vations cold with some lakes 
beginning to ice. Fishing gen­ 
erally is low in those areas. 
Rain in some portions of the 
state has muddied the waters but 
steelhead fishermen are not 
complaining. Fishermen going 
far afield are warned to ex­ 
pect sudden snowfall with chains 


a must on automobiles when go­ 
ing off main roads. 
Fishing staged a comeback 
at Lake Nacimiento last week, 
according to marina manager 
Dick Kelsey. Bass fishing has 
been on the up-swing with lots 
of full stringers. The fish have 
not been too large, running 
from one and one quarter to 
one and one half pounds. The 
largest was a three pound - 
14 ounce fish caught last week. 
Crappie fishing is good especi­ 
ally 
around submerged reefs 
and drift fishing along the face 
of the dam. 
Cat fishing is one the quiet 
side with beit fishing in the 
Las Tablas Creek area. A new 
fishing derby started at the lake 
with a four pound - 10 ounce 
bass inaugerating the contest 
for a $50 merchandise award. 
There is no entry fee but all 
contestants must register at the 
boat dock. Water temperature is 
now 62 degrees with cold early 
mornings. Day time pleasures 
are in the mid-70s. 
HUNTING 
For the remainder of the wa­ 
terfowl season hunting success 
on the Wister unit of the DFG’s 
Imperial Wildlife Area nearNi- 
land will be determined by the 
weather. With a good popula­ 
tion of waterfowl in the Salton 
Sea area, good shooting will be 
experienced when windy weath­ 
er keeps the birds from rafting 
up on the sea. 
In last week’s column we re­ 
ported aD^G release statingthe 
quail and chukar season will 
end on Nov. 11. This has since 
been corrected with the cor­ 
rect closing day being Jan. 11. 
The DFG also reported a 
tightly controlled special elk 
hunt to keep the Owens Valley 
five herds of elk in balance with 
the range was completed when 
the final eight permit holders 
all got their animals. The hunt, 
held on three consecutive week­ 
ends, took a total of 76 selec­ 
ted elk from the five herds. 
Only four of the permit hold­ 
ers failed to connect. 
COMMISSION REPORTS

OHIO STATE- best college teem 


TCU mentor was first 
to praise Buckeyes

COLUMBUS, Ohio-(NEA)— 
It was Fred Taylor who said it 
first, right after his Texas 
Christian 
University football 
team was bombed, 62-0, by Ohio 
State in the Buckeyes’ season 
opener. 
As newsmen assembled 
in 
the TCU locker room after the 
game, nylon-tipped pens at the 
ready, 
Taylor 
solemnly an­ 
nounced: “ Gentlemen, that Ohio 
State team you saw out there to­ 
day is the best team in the 
history of 
college football.” 
None of the reporters col­ 
lapsed under the immensity of 
the statement, but many raised 
immediate doubts. (“ After gett­ 
ing beat 62-0,” said one South­ 
western 
Conference writer, 
“ what else could he say?” 
Sure, Ohio State was the No. 
1 team in the country and, sure, 
it had little trouble squashing 
TCU that day, but the best 
team in the history of college 
football? Hold everything. Was 
Taylor forgetting the Oklahoma 
teams of Bud Wilkinson, 
the 
Rochne and Leahy teams 
of 
Notre Dame, the 1938 Tennes­ 
see team, the Blanchard-Davis 
era at Army, or even the Bear 
Bryant 
teams 
at Alabama? 
How could he, on this particu­ 
lar day, finger Ohio State as 
college 
football’s 
greatest 
team? 
Taylor’s statement besides 
being good reading in Sunday 
newspapers the following day, 
did raise one significant ques­ 
tion: If Ohio State’s 1969 team 
wasn’t the best team in college 
history, then just what team 
out of the past is deserving of 
the honor? 
After extensive research into 
the subject, the discussions with 
veteran football experts in all 
sections 
of the country, the 
sports staff of Newspaper En­ 
terprise Association today is 
prepared to back Taylor’s ob­ 
servation — that, 
precisely 
Ohio State’s 1969 team IS the 
best team ever and would have 
defeated any team, from 
any 
school, from any era in college 
football’s first 100 years. 
Although 
Woody Hayes re­ 
mains noncommittal on the sub­ 
ject (he won’t even say this 
team is the best he’s ever coach­ 
ed), the consensus of the ex­ 
perts polled is that no team 
before had such a perfect blend 
of power, flawless execution, 
depth and Spartan dedication 
as this 1969 Ohio State team. 
(“ Woody is so deep,” said one 
Southwestern 
Conference 
coach, “ that some of his third- 
stringers would be stars for 
me.” ). 
Tom Silver, who has cover­ 
ed football in the South for over 
30 years, says: “ I haven’t seen 
this Ohio State team play yet 
this year, but I know the way 
Woody Hayes coaches and, from 
what I’ve heard, this is his best 
team ever. The best single team 
I ever saw was the 1938 Ten­ 
nessee team, with Doug Atkins 
and Bert Rechichar, but I don’t 
see how that team could have 
stayed with Ohio State if they 
played today. 
“ For 
one 
thing, 
although 
many oldtimers refuse to ad­ 
mit it, 
the players today are 
bigger, stronger and smarter 
than they ever were. College 
football, itself, is so much more 
complex than it was 20, 30 or 
even 10 years ago. 1 saw Ohio 
State take care of Southern 
Cal and O .J. Simpson in the 
Rose Bowl last January and, 
since Woody has almost every­ 
body back, I’d have to agree that 
this is the best team ever to 
play college football.” 
Many contend that the Okla­ 
homa 
teams 
which won 47 
straight 
games in the early 
1950s would have been a match 
for Ohio State today, but it is 
generally 
conceded that Big 
Eight football in the early ‘50’s 
was not as strong as it is 
today. On the other hand, there 
are some who say the same 
thing about Ohio State’s com­ 
petition in the Big Ten. 
“ You send Woody and his 
boys down here some day,” 
says a veteran Texas writer, 
“ and you’ll see how fast they 
get their tails whipped. There 
are three teams in the South­ 
west this season—Texas, Ar­ 
kansas 
and Oklahoma—who’ll 
teach those boys from the Big 
Ten how to play football. Great­ 
est team ever? Pffft. They just 
haven’t 
played anybody yet, 
that’s all.” 
Admittedly, the rest of the 
Big Ten has fallen behind the 
South, the Southwest and the Far 
West in recruiting in recent 
years, but the same cannot 
be said of Ohio State. In 1966, 
an extraordinary year in Ohio 
high school 
football, 
Hayes 


made 
a clean sweep of the 
state’s top prospects, then went 
into New Jersey (an average 
high school football state) and 
came up with a few surprises, 
like roving 
linebacker 
Jack 
Tatum 
and 
end 
Bruce Jan­ 
kowski. 
“ Woody has some trouble re­ 
cruiting blue-chip prospects af­ 
ter 
the 
incident 
involving 
the 1961 team,” says a school 
spokesman. “ There were a lot 
of technicalities involved, but 
what it boiled down to was that 
the school itself prevented the 
1961 team, which won the Big 
Ten title, from playing in the 
Rose Bowl. 
“ The next year, the ruling 
was overturned not to come to 
Ohio State because, if they ever 
wanted to play in the Rose Bowl 
they’d never get the chance. We 
lost some good prospects be­ 
cause of the mess. But in 1966, 
Woody set out to erase tha 
stigma for once and for all. 
And that year, he says he did 
the best recruiting job of his 
life.” 
Fred Taylor— and

But the caution was actually 
much

video. The healthy American 
tradition of laughing at onesself 
—whether Italian, Jewish, Irish 
or Negro-had been a wonder­ 
ful, 
integral 
part 
of 
radio 
comedy This was a country of 
immigrants, and the immigra­ 
tion 
days 
were still close 
enough to adult citizens so that 
they 
were 
not 
yet 
overly 
sensitive 
about their origins. 
Television, 
however, came 
into 
its 
maturity as newer 
generations 
were 
becoming 
more 
homogenized 
into the 
American 
mainstream. 
With 
the 
move 
toward suburbia, 
away from the inter-minority 
and 
inter-nationality 
mix of 
urban centers, audience sensiti­ 
vity 
toward 
ethnic 
traits 
heightened, or so the networks 
thought. 
That was the gray 
flannel 
era 
of 
the 
silent 
generation, and its after-effects 
lingered awhile. 
The new generation, however, 
has 
blown 
away that phony 
respectability with its healthy 
slams at establishment polite­ 
ness —and its determination to 
state 
things 
as 
they 
are. 
Undoubtedly there is too much 
self-consciousness in the new 
ethnic humor that suddenly is 
back ,‘in”-the Negro jokes, for 
instance-but 
at 
least 
the 
direction is right. Minorities, 
among 
other 
people, 
are 
laughing at themselves again, 
and it shows on television. 
Variety shows are full of 
ethnic humor, as are the talk 
programs. “Laugh-In” simply 
blew like a hurricane through

From show to 
show, it was obvious across the 
airwaves that minority humor 
was suddenly a hot item once 
rrtore.

A program of studies lead­ 
ing to the Master of Business 
Administration Degree will be 
offered at California State Poly­ 
technic College beginning with 
the 1970-71 academic year in 
June, according to an announce­ 
ment from the college. 
Dr. Carl C. Cummins, dean 
of Cal Poly’s School of Applied 
Arts, said the curriculum will 
be administered by the Business 
Administration Department of 
the school. It will emphasize 
a broad integrated approach to 
decision-making, plus a solid 
background of quantitative, ac­ 
counting, financial, and econ­ 
omic tools of management. 
Owen L. Servatius, head of 
the Cal Poly Business Admin­ 
istration Department, calls the 
new master’s degree program 
“a logical extension of the Bach­ 
elor of Science Degree 
in 
business administration curric­ 
ulum” that has been offered by 
his department for the past 10 
years. 


He said the program is struct­ 
ured to meet the needs of stu­ 
dents from other disciplines— 
inclduing agriculture, architec­ 
ture, engineering, 
industrial, 
technology, and mathematics— 
who seek professional business 
training. 
The Cal Poly department head 
pointed out that purposes of the 
new MBA program are: 
— to provide terminal grad­ 
uate study for those preparing 
to undertake managerial car­ 
eers in either business or gov­ 
ernmental service; 
— to prepare graduates of 
other disciplines, such as ag­ 
riculture, architecture, 
and 
engineering, to pursue manage­ 
ment careers in their fields 
of specialization; 
— and to prepare students for 
teaching or research responsib­ 
ilities or for additional graduate 
work. 


After completing foundation 
courses and being admitted to 
regular graduate student stand­ 
ing, students in the new graduate 
curriculum 
will 
proceed 
through three quarters of study 
in phase, as a class. 
Doing so will permit maxim­ 
um use of faculty and other re­ 
sources, 
according 
to Ser­ 
vatius. Each course will be of­ 
fered only once during each 
academic year. 
Helping to provide cohesion 
throughout the nine-month long 
program will be a seminar in 
applied decision-making. It will 
use the diverse skills and know­ 
ledge gained in the other grad­ 
uate-level courses and in under­ 
graduate study in decision-mak­ 
ing situations similar to those 
faced in business and industry. 


Servatius, noting that only 32 
students will be admitted to the 
new Cal Poly MBA program for 
1970-71, said criteria for ad­ 
mission to study include satis­ 
factory scores on the Admis­ 
sion Test for Graduate Study 
in Business and an acceptable 
academic record as an under­ 
graduate student.

President Nixon’s mature and well-considered address toCon- 
gress on the matter of solving legislatively the nation’s many 
problems should appeal to the vast majority of citizens. It 
certainly deserves the thoughtful consideration of Congress.

The Oct.

November. 
The “ plan” has been for October to 
be peaceful. The November confronta­ 
tions are scheduled to be rough. The 
preliminary meetings held thus far have 
been led by men who believe in violence 
as the way to get results. 
As we move deeper into these months 
of protest, it will be 
well 
to remember 
again the ancient city 
of Hue, in central Vi­ 
etnam, partially oc­ 
cupied by the North 
Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong forces in the 
* 
Tet offensive in 1968. 
Between March 19 
and 27 of that year, 
relief teams 
found 
201 bodies in graves 
near the tombs of Emperors Tu Due and 
Dong Khanh. The report reads: “ Many 
victims buried alive here, including 
groups of 10-15 tied together. Others 
shot. Victims included Father Urbain, 
52, and Father Guy, 48, French priests 
from the nearby Benedictine Mission at 
Thien An. Father Urbain was bound hand 
and foot and buried alive with 10 otu?rs. 
Father Guy was forced to kneel and shot 
through the head.” 
At piien Ham, 200 bodies were found 
on March 22. Relief workers saw the bod­ 
ies of 40 to 50 women among the vic­ 
tims. 
At Dong Gi hamlet, in the Hue area, 
approximately 100 bodies were found in 
25 graves discovered by a Ranger bat­ 
talion during a sweep of the region 
March 14. “ Victims burled alive, stand­ 
ing, covered with sand. Some hands and 
arinu 
. .. ihe sand.” 
At Tty Ho and Dong Gi Tay, seven 
kilometers east of Hue, some 75 bodies 
were discovered in 10 graves. “ Bodies 
found in mass graves scattered in this 


paddy area between two hamlets. Vic­ 
tims had been shot or clubbed and bur­ 
ied alive.” 
At Lang Xa hamlet, four kilometers 
from Hue, 20 bodies were found of 
civilians seized by the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese from their refuge in 
the Redemptorist Church at Hue on Feb. 
6 and taken east on a “ death march.” 
“ They were interred alive with liands 
bound” in four graves. 
The bodies of Dr. and Mrs. Krain- 
ick, Dr. Discher and Dr. Altekoester, 
members of the Hue University medical 
faculty, were found buried in a com­ 
mon grave in a potato field behind the 
Tu Quang Pagoda. "A ll shot.” 
At Van Chi School nine bodies were 
found in one grave on March 10 of “ se­ 
lected local workers ... invited to a ’po­ 
litical meeting’ by VC.M 
Altogether around 3,000 bodies have 
been discovered in and around Hue. 
The preliminary finding, based on the 
first 1,000 bodies recovered, was that al­ 
most half the victims were found in con­ 
ditions indicating they had been buried 
Alive. Many ware found bound together in 
groups of 10 to 15, eyes open, with dirt 
or cloth in their mouths. Some were 
clubbed unconscious prior to being bur­ 
ied alive. Some were shot, others be­ 
headed. 
Some were mutilated. Others 
were just buried — alive. Many were 
just ordinary citizens. 
It would be Interesting to know how 
those who want all U.S. forces to leave 
“ right now” (instead of gradually as 
South Vietnam's troops are strengthened) 
would face their consciences when Hue 
was 
multiplied many times over in a 
One of last year’s presidential candi­ 
dates lias proposed we offer political asy­ 
lum to those South Vietnamese political 
leaders who fear for their lives. What 
does he proposed to do about the hundreds 
of thousands of ordinary men, women and 
dhildren who surely would be doomed to 
die — and the other millions who would 
seek to escape?

Some light 


The business outlook has entered a 
dark tunnel of uncertainties. 
Among 
crystal-ball gazers you can get as many 
bets on the outlook as there were on the 
Mets and the Orioles. But, behind the 
scenes and privately as the darkening 
grows, the President’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers thinks it can see some 
light at the end of the tunnel. 
Right or wrong, the Council now iden­ 
tifies the light as the second half of 
1970. 
These White House 
economics 
insiders 
see a positive slow­ 
ing down of our econ­ 
omy in this final quar­ 
ter of 1969. now evi­ 
dent in several 
sec­ 
tions such as housing 
starts and automobile 
sales. 
They forecast 
this likewise for the 
first quarter of 1970. 
Therefore, they think 
we have a true downturn to live through 
for the coming six months. But, 
and 
this is their vital conviction, they are 
totally convinced that we are not head­ 
ing 
into 
a depression, 
or even a 
“ mini depression.” 
They 
are 
appalled at the number 
of scare-scare-scare stories warning 
the public of a deep depression. These 
include 
systematic 
reminders of the 
Great Depression. 
They say nothing is 
less realistic for the public to fear 
today or to serve as their Council’sbas- 
is for government counterplanning. 
First, the 1929-32 
depression was 
no more typical of America than was 
the Alaskan 
earthquake. It was totally 
unique in the entire economic experi­ 
ence of our country, 
before or since. 
It was a world-wide depression — a 
phenomenon completely apart from our 
American pattern. 
Our economic barometer fell more 
than 50 per cent. In contrast, we’ve had 
at least 
26 recessions. 
The longest 
(1873-79) lasted 65 months. The short­ 
est (1919-20) lasted only seven months. 
Consumer income and spending actual­ 
ly advanced during the brief 1960-61 
recession. And this has grown to be not 
untypical. In fact, 
the Council finds it 
difficult to foresee any significant drop 
in consumer spending during the period 
ahead. 
The 
Council sees the decline in de­ 
fense spending and in housing starts as 
working against the near-term econom­ 
ic growth. On the other hand, two po­ 
tentials can tug in the opposite direc­ 
tion. In this respect the Council mem­ 
bers' feeling is: “ Why read the crystal 
ball when you can read the book?’ 
Industry’s 
capital 
self-investment 
is the growth-seed 
in our economy — 
for future jobs, 
payrolls, the govern­ 
ment’s tax intake, 
etc. Its expansion 
or reduction is to our economy what a 
thermometer 
is in a patient’s mouth. 
And industry’s capital spending, a vital 
indicator, is headed upward. 
Along with this, a modification of the 
tlght-money 
stringency can hardly be 
many months away and this forecasts 
a housing rebound. 
There is a profit squeeze. The crunch 
is growing worse. The Council members 
project a significant 
drop in pre-tax 
corporate profits in the current fourth 
quarter and even through next spring. In 
fact, 
they forecast a decline of around 
8 per cent from this year’s corporate 
profits 
peak reached some months 
ago. But they give the back of their 
hand and a total heave-ho to the shouted 
claims that the decline may be a whopping 
25 per cent. They are convinced that the 
1970 after-tax corporate profits actual­ 
ly should approximate 1969’s. 
They’re 
mum (properly) regarding 
what such a corporate profits forecast 
means in stock market terms. But, if 
you apply Wall Street history, things look 
better than they now seem. 
Mirroring the hopes and fears of 
worldwide 
millions, 
the stock market 
always looks at the future, 
never the 
present. Stock prices usually fell, of 
course, long before corporate earnings 
fell. But they also climbed again long — 
long —before the end at the profit drop. 
In 1960-61, tor example, stocks ad­ 
vanced briskly while corporate earn­ 
ings still fell. In 1966-67 stocks were at 
their bottom while profits were at their 
peak. Then stocks rose handsomely while 


profits fell in the fourth and first quar­ 
ters. 
When you buy a stock you must buy 
the uncertainties with it. Moreover, 
the stock market often does what it in­ 
tended to do all along, anyway. 
Wall 
Street history endorses the argument 
that stock prices could well be rising 
while 1969 and early 1970 earnings are

tumbling down and the outlook seems 
darker than ever. 
There are good reasons to hope, bless­ 
ings be, that 1970 will turn out sur­ 
prisingly well for workers, companies 
and investors alike. 
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Cancer of our time 


One of the cancers of our time is the 
growing freedom with which young people 
— only a small minority but they’re among 
us — to descecrate, to destroy, to steal 
or to vandalize the property of others. 
I had held off writ­ 
ing these words for 
various personal and 
of icial reasons, but 
the message clamors 
to be heard. 
A case in point was 
the recent vandalism 
of five schools by 
three school • age 
youngsters. The des­ 
cription of the wanton 
destruction wrought 
by the youths on three of the schools has 
been set down in the pages of the Record 
previously. 
That description will stand for ever 
as the measure of our problem. 
Monday, the Sheriff’s Department re­ 
vealed that the losses from the burglary 
and vandalism of Los Berros School in 
Mission Hills is greater than originally 
believed. An estimated $300 of school 
equipment including tape recorders was 
listed stolen in a report on Oct. 22. 
Now Sheriffs investigators have uncov­ 
ered more loot which had been sold and 
given away. 
Deputies report the parents of the two 
15-year-old youths who were involved are 
distraught. If the parents were not dis­ 
traught, society would have a much great­ 
er problem than it has already. 


However, if what I have recounted 
were the whole picture or even a large 
part of it, we’d be home free. The par­ 
ents in the two cases are in the pro­ 
cess of repaying the school district for 
the thousands of dollars damage and 
loss and presumably are dealing with 
their kids in cooperation with county 
juvenile authorities. 
But there’s more, lots more. Hardly 
a Monday morning arrives without re­ 
ports of acts of vandalism at one or more 
of the district’s 18 schools. 
Hardly a week goes by without a teach­ 
er being threatened with bodily harm. 
Hardly a week goes by without teachers 
at one or more schools having to call 
police to eject an unauthorized person 
from campus. There are cases when the 
unauthorized person leaves when he’s 
spoken to but in many cases he will re­ 
fuse to leave when told to do so by a 
school official. 


Here again, if this were all, we’d 
be home free. There’s still more. Mon­ 
day mornings like a ritual there are 
numerous reports of vandalism to private 
homes, public facilities, cars and per­ 
sonal property of all kinds. 
The culprits in many of these incidents 
are known to police. Police records 
show a repetition of the same names 
again and again. A youth will be picked 
up for being drunk on campus or on 
the street or in a car or wherever. A 
month or two later the same youth will 
be picked up for a petty theft, or for 
assaulting someone, or for some act 
of pure vandalism. 


Somewhat later in his career maybe 
the same youth will be picked up for 
involvement with marijuana. And in a few 
cases a still later involvement with 
narcotics 
will 
virtually write 
finis 
to the youth’s whole tragic existence. 
Now I hope readers are indignant by 
this point. As a taxpayer I resent the 
vandalism of school property I have help­ 
ed buy. I also resent all willful acts of 
vandalism and unseemly conduct. 
But I hope the public indignation will 


take a constructive turn. The day of the 
bullwhip treatment is past. So is the 
woodshed treatment. 


It remains for the adult population in 
conjunction with the bulk of rightminded 
students and young people to bring some 
reason into the whole sorry mecs. And it 
better be soon.
